Howard, commanding 
the 
Pacific 


fleet, is under orders to proceed im- 
mediately to Guaymas, on the west 
coast of Mexico, with 300 bluejack- 
ets and 300 marines, and to despatch 
this force 20 miles inland, if neces- 
sary, to protect Americans menaced 
by the Yaqui Indians. 
The Indians 


had threatened to annihilate all for- 
eigners. 
Orders to Admiral Howard to pro- 


ceed to Guaymas were sent by the 
navy department following a confer- 
ence between navy and state depaci- 
ment officials. 
State department advices said that 


the Indiana had declared war on Ger- 
many, Mexico and the United States. 


American colonists in the Yaqui 


valley will determine for themselves 
if they wish to leave the region of 
Indian depredations. Instructions to 
Admiral Howard, who sailed today 
from San Diego, are to give refugees 
asylum, if they ask for it; to land 
forces for rescue, if necessary, but 
not to take any territory. 


The admiral today reported con- 


ditions on the west coast of Mexico 
unchanged. 


Governor Maytorena of the state of 


Sonora today advised 
the 
United 


States it would be unnecessary 
to 


land Admiral Howard's forces to res- 
cue or protect the American colonists 
as he would furnish troops for the 
purpose. 
Admiral Howard's orders 


will remain unchanged, however, and 
he will be expected to act with wise 
discretion in any emergency.

At a banquet given by the pro\is- 


iona! committee last night Mr. Tatt 
outlined the purposes of the confer- 
ence. 
He declared he was firmly of 


the opinion that a league of peace 
could be formed which would enable 
nations to avoid war by furnishing 
a practical means for settling inter- 
national quarrels or suspending them 
until the blinding heat of 
passion 


had cooled. 
"We are not peace at 


any price men," he said, 
"because 


we do not think we have reached the 
time when a plan based on the com- 
plete abolition of war is practical." 


Four articles 
which

agreed upon by the provisional com- 
mittee as a basis for the conference, 
weie presented to the meeting and 
it was hoped 'by members ot

"First—All justifiable

be submitted to a judicial tribunal 
for hearing and judgment both upon 
the merits and upon any issue as to 
its jurisdiction of the question. 


"Second—All non-justifiable ques- 


tions rising between the 
signatory 


powers and not settled by negotia- 
tion shall be submitted to a council 
of conciliation for hearing, consider- 
ation and recommendation. 


"Third — The 
signatory 
powers 


shall jointly use their military forc- 
es to prevent any one of their num-

ine steamer Lusitania May 7, by a 
j-erman submarine off the coast of 
Ireland, with a loss of over 1100 
ives was resumed in London today 
under the direction ot Baron Mer- 


Sir Edward Carson, the attorney 


general, expressed his conviction that 
a second submarine was lying in wait 
on the portside 
of the 
Lusitania. 


Sir Edward made this statement in 
reply to an argument put forward 
>y Baron Merzey who said he thought 
a mistake had been made by Seaman 
O'Neill, one of the witnesses before 
the court, who testified he had seen 
the wash of a torpedo passing the 
stern of the Lusitania from the port 
to the starboard side, immediately 
after the liner had been hit on the 
starboard side. O'Neill was formerly 
in the navy. 
He is positive that he 


recognized the wash of a torpedo al- 
though he did not see the submarine 
which fired it from the portside. His 


testimony wa^ corroborated by an- 
other seaman witness, who testified 
also that he saw the wash of two tor- 
pedoes from the 
starboard 
side. 


These came forward in parallel lines 
until they almost reached the ship, 
when they parted at a slight angle, 
first one and then the other striking 
the Lusitania. Captain W. T. Turner, 
who was in command of the Lusi- 
tania at the time she went down, was 
recalled to the stand today and asked 
why the collapsible boats had 
not 


been freed trom their chocks on en- 
tering the danger zone. 
He replied 


he feared the boats would slide aoout 
when the ship listed and sweep pas- 
sengers into the sea. The captain 
admitted further that some 
boats 


were strapped on the tops of others. 


When asked by Baron Merzey ii 


the increase in the number of small 
boats on liners since the time of the 
Titanic disaster was of any advantage 
Captain Turner answered that he did 
not think so. 
Chief Steward Jones 


declared that he had not seen any 
life boats upon the upper decks ol 


fate of the steamer's 
crew.

Bryan Argues Against More 


Preparedness for War And 


Praises Wilson's Calmness 


Body of James Douglas Found By 


Uncle After 48 Hours of Almost 


Continual Search; Buried In Sand 


Almost covered by sand deposited 


by the flood waters of the South 
Fork, the body of James Douglas, 15 
years old, was found by Chester Pep- 
pers, his uncle, about 11:30 o'clock 
Thursday morning, in a sand bar 
along the South Fork of the Licking 
river near the point where the North 
and South Forks unite to form the 
Licking river. 


The body was deposited in the 


sand almost a mile and a half from 
the point where the drowning oc- 
curred, supporting the 
theory of 


those who held that the swift waters 
of the stream would carry the body 
far from the scene of the accident. 


Peppers had searched almost con- 


tinuously for the body. All day Wed- 
nesday he worked with a party of 
men who exploded charges of dyna- 
mite in the South Fork at a point

near the swimming hole where the 
accident occurred. 


When these efforts failed to pro- 


duce the bodv. Peppers organized a 
searching party which made a thor- 
ough investigation of all 
drift 
ac- 


cumulations along the South Fork 
from Raccoon creek to 
the 
point 


Where the body was found. 


In the party besides Mr. Peppers 


were Floyd Douglas, of Steubenville, 
brother of the lad, Dick Hollar, J. 
B. Crabbins and another named Ob- 
erfield. 


The faithful search of the uncle 


was rewarded by the discovery of the 
body almost concealed by the sand. 
Only a portion of tho upper part ot 


sand bar and a call sent to police 
headquarters and to Criss Bros. The 
ambulance brought the body to the 
morgue where it was prepared for 
burial. 


Douglas1 body was in remarkably 


good condition but this 
condition 


would not have remained much long- 
er since it was out of the water and 
subjected to the action of the warm 
temperature and the sunshine. 


While relieved of the strain of 


uncertainty, the 
uncle 
and aunt, 


with whom tho lad made his home, 
are both deeply affected by the trag- 
edy. Douglas' mother died five years 
aw and the young man has been 
making his home with Mr. and Mrs.

claljy when turning • corner. I have 
had new homing and gears put in, 
alto now bevel gear driving pinion. 
When I »crew the pinion at tight ac I 
think it ought to go it binds. What is 
the matter? 


This condition is due to the shifting 


of the large differential gear, so that it 
moves away from and toward the 
driving pinion. The cause of this is 
usually a loose truss rod, which per- 
mits the housing halves to separate. 
The left half of the bousing should be 
removed and the bolts reset and tight- 
ened, and then the truss rod taken up 
as far as possible to form a rigid con- 
struction. If you are not familiar with 
the work do not attempt it and under 
no circumstances should you try to re- 
adjust the gears to compensate for the 
loose rod. 


Are chain carbon removers as good 


•s the scraping method? 


Much has been said against this 


method of removing carbon from the 
cylinders, but it has been tried with 
very satisfactory results, no harmful 
effect on the motor being noticeable. 
It certainly is a quick and effective 
method and equal in every way to the 
result obtained when the cylinders are 
removed and scraped. Many people arc 
afraid that if they use this method 
there is danger of the chain catching 
in the valvejj or that small pieces of 
the chain will become broken off and 
score the cylinders. 
Both experience 


and careful thought on the subject, 
however, will show that there is 110 
possibility of the chain catching iu the 
valves of any poppet valve motor. Of 
course it would not do to use the chain 
in a rotary or sleeve valve motor, be- 
cause it would get caught between the 
edge of the valve and the edge of the 
ports and be ground to pieces, and at 
the same time the valve would be in- 
jured. Furthermore, there is no possi- 
bility of small pieces of chain break- 
ing off and scoring the cylinders for 
the reason that the chain is not brit- 
tle. It will bend before it will break. 
Nor is the- material hard enough for 
the remover to scratch the cylinder as 
it is battered about. The chain will 
only remove the carbon from the top 
of the piston, the cylinder head and 
that part of the bore that is above the 
piston travel. The valve pockets must 
be scraped, but as these are easily ac- 
cessible this is not an objection. 


How are platinum points fastened to 


screws of a magneto? 


One method is to hard solder the 


points in place. The first step is to out 
two small slots at right angles in the 
end of the two members carrying the 
points. 
Then by the aid of the brass 


solder the points are fastened in place. 


What is the approximate saving in 


e«rreVit when using the two headlights 
switched on as dimmers instead of 
switched on full? 


This all depends on the method of 


dimming used. If the lamps are dim- 
med by connecting them in series then 
the current consumption is cut in half 
if the resistance in the wires is neg- 
lected, and since this is small it may 
be. If two bulbs are used in the head- 
light, a large one in focus for country 
driving and a small one out of focus 
for city driving, the saving may be 
much greater, the small bulb taking 
about a fourth the current of the large 
one. 


I am troubled with fire coming from 


the exhaust cut out underneath my 
car when running rapidly and shutting 
off quickly;, also when pulling hard. 
It 


is not the regular exhaust from the en- 
gino, but a large blaze like gasoline fire 
which comes clear to the ground and 
spreads out several feet each way. Can 
you explain it? 


It is difficult to say exactly what is 


causing this trouble without seeing the 
car. 
However, it may be that the 


valves are improperly timed or the mix- 
ture may not be correct. If the valves 
have been reset lately it would be wise 
to make certain that the timing is cor- 
rect, but if they have not been reset 
they probably are all right. 
If the 


mixture is at fault it is a simple mat- 
ter to adjust the carburetor. Possibly 
there is carbon in the exhaust pipe or 
it may be that you are running with 
the spark too late. 


Kindly tell me something about long 


and short intake manifolds. 
Which is 


the better? 


The short manifold usually is Letter, 


showing superior results at low speeds 
with wide open throttle and equally 
good results at high speeds. When the 
throttle is wide open nt low speeds, ,-i 
condition existing when the car is on a 
heavy pull, the liquid gasoline in the 
manifold must be lifted a greater 
height in the long manifold, and hence 
there is a chance of loading up, due lo 
thje liquid fuel dropping back against 
the throttle. 
The condition really is 


caused by the air velocity being insuf- 
ficient to carry the fuel to the motor. 
With a short manifold the fuel need 
not be lifted very high, and hence 
there will be no loading up or collect- 
ing of gasoline in the manifold. 


My front axlo is bent about one and 


one-half inches from the spring seat 
to the outer end of the axle, a dis- 
tance of about ten inches. 
How should 


it be straightened? 


This axle should be heated to a cher- 


ry red heat and then straightened. The 
heat should be applied at the bend 
only, and as this is ten inches from the 
king pin bushings there is no reason 
why the latter should be heated and 
therefore no danger of them becoming 
enlarged. 
In fact, it is 
doubtful 


whether they would be enlarged even 
if exposed directly to the heat. It is 
not necessnry to give the axle any heat 
treatment after it is straightened. 


What is the life of the average stor- 


age battery when used for starting? 


A starting and lighting battery will 


last for three to four years, if properly 
cared for. Each year the battery will 
need new separators. 


How can I change a low compression 


motor to a high compression one? 


The compression may be raised by 


several methods. 
It is hardly advis- 


able to make this change, because your 
motor has been designed for a certain 
compression, and if you raise it, say 
ten pounds, you will submit the cylin- 
ders to a greater strain than they were 
designed for, the pressures on the cyl- 
inder walls will be greater and the 
wear on the bearings more. If your 
motor is not giving sufficient power 
you should find out what is the mat- 
ter with it rather than raise the com- 
pression. 


Probably the best method is to rivet 


a plate to the top of the piston or the 
cylinder, whichever is more conven- 
ient. Placing the plate on the piston 
adds weight to the 
reciprocating 


masses, while if it is attached to the 
cylinder head there is danger of inter- 
ference with the flow of the gases fn 
and out. 
In either case be sure that 


there Is clearance enough between the 
piston and the cylinder to allow tlie 
plate to be put into place. If the plnte 
is attached to the piston it should be 
tnnde of aluminium for the sake of 
lightness. 
• 


Lengthening the connecting rods or 


•Increasing the crankshaft throws will 
also increase the compression. 
But 


neither of these methods is ns simple 
or as cheap as the first one siisjrostcd. 


Does it make any difference how 


many teeth are in a bevel gear in re- 
lation to the gear it works in? 


The relation of the number of teeth 


on the driving pinion to the number 
on the large gear gives the ratio be- 
tween the number of revolutions the 
motor makes as compared with the 
number the wheels make When the car 
is traveling on high gear. Any change 
in either the pinion or bevel geai 
alters the ratio. 


What is the cause of inner tubes be- 


coming cemented or fastened to the 
casing so it is very difficult to remove 
them? 


This is caused by neglecting to use 


enough tire talc between tube and cas- 
ing. Whenever a tube is placed into 
a casing always sprinkle talc over the 
inside of the tire. 
Talc is a white 


powder, which is cheap, and may be 
bought at any supply store. 


How do you fit babbitt bearings on 


crank shaft and connecting rods, either 
when putting in new ones or when ta- 
king up slack in old ones? 


If only slightly worn bearings may 


be adjusted by removing shims or by 
filing the bearing caps. If the bear- 
ings are scored or worn out of round 
or if new bearings are put in the sur- 
faces must be scraped. 


If the bearing surfaces are in good 


condition and not worn out of shape a 
slight adjustment should be sufficient 
to make them tight. There are usually 
several shims under the bearing cap, 
and by removing these one by one the 
looseness will disappear. Remove only 
enough shims to make the bearing a 
snug but not a tight fit. When shims 
are not used the lost motion may be 
removed by placing the bearing cap in 
a vise and filing down the surface. In 
case too much material is removed n 
copper or paper shim or shims should 
be Inserted to make the cap fit- In 
filing the flat surface of the bearing 
cap should be preserved, the file not 
only being held flat against the sur- 
face, but the movement of the tool 
bei~ig carefully executed. 


IT the bearing is scored, new or worn 


out cf round it will need scraping. 
This should be done by an experienced 
man. Connecting rod bearings mny be 
scraped without tearing down the mo- 
tor, 
but if the main bearings require 


scraping the motor must be disassem- 
bled and the crank case placed upside 
down with the crank shaft and fly- 
wheel still in position. The main bear- 
ing caps are removed, and the crank 
shaft ben ring surf aces are painted with 
a solution of Prussian blue. After ro- 
ta tin? the crank shaft a few times and 
removing it the high spots of the bear- 
ings will be coated with the blue. 
These spots are carefully removed with 
a special scraping tool, care being tak- 
en not to cut too deep. Then the crank 
shaft is repainted nnd the operation 
repeated iintil the few large high spots 
have given place to more evenly dis 
tributed small ones, showing that the 
bearing makes contact at practically 
every point.

large part of the farm mortgages 
proved 
worthless. 
Owners 
were 


abandoning their farms, and 
often 


the man who held the mortgage con- 
cluded that it would not pay to set- 
tle for taxes, as he could scarcely sell 
the property for enough to pay costs 
of foreclosure. 


The existence of a large body of 


farm indebtedness does not necessar- 
ily prove that farmers are too much 
inclined to borrow money.

better buildings and machinery they 
could often

of any other nation in the world and 
put it beyond the bounds of proba- 
bility that we should ever be OV 
come in conflict? 
No one could de- 


ny that this would certainly be a 
state of preparedness. 
It would 


such a state, known of all the world, 
that as a consequence we 
should 


likely be free from all danger of war 
—until some other 
people 
should 


reach a stage of still greater pre- 
paredness, when the sense cf abso 
lute security would pass to them. 


The possibility of shifting such a 


condition as this about among the 
powers of the world would necessar- 
ily be confined to the few known as 
the Great Powerrs, and it is easil> 
imaginable that their peoples would 
get very tired and in the end become 
wholly unmanageable, over the enor- 
mous and constantly growing cost 
of carrying on an international com- 
petitive contest as to 
which 
shall 


continue in the lead as the one im- 
pregnable military nation 
of 
the 


world. 


The question of preparedness must 


be met in this country, and satisfact- 
orily adjusted, but continual watch- 
tullness will have to be alertly main- 
tained that no groundwork shall be 
laid for an endlessly progressive de- 
velopment of militarism in the man- 
ufacture ot guns and ships and all 
other vast mass of material of vari- 
ous kinds required for army and na- 
vy use.

"Joynes upon ye M;;i:;e sea. and we 
are afraid every night \ Q. eiioiny shotilil 
come ashore and lire Our Towne when 


be in our Isolds; for ye Houses 


stand very c-lose together, and all ye 
Houses thatched \vlih straw, that in 
one honres time ye Towne may be 
burnt, for we have nothing to Resist 
them But one Gunn. w i t h a broken car- 
riage and four MtHqucrts. which we 
bought at our Owne cost and charges: 
which is a very small defence njiaiiist 
an enemy; and likewise wee liave no 
powder, nor shot for ye said Gunn, nor 
Musquetts. when \ve stand in need." 
They therefore asked for a few more 
muskets, with powder and bullets. In 
gran-tins: this the authorities stipulated 
that Sherinjrham should not "imbocill 
ye said arms and ammunition."

count of the I-ate I>r. Goldsmith's Ill- 
ness Ko Far as Relates to the Exhibi- 
tion of Br. .lames' Powdors."

Dust Clouds Armies Make. 


An army on the march along dry 


roads naturally throws up very heavy 
dust clouds. 
To those who haven't 


been trained one dust cloud looks very 
much like another, but to a soldier 
these dust clouds tell a very clear 
story. 


The dust clouds thrown up by In 


fantry, for example, hang in a low, 
thick cloud. The longer the cloud the 
more men underneath it. and a scout 
can by this means make a fairly accu- 
rate guess of the number of men on 
the march. 


Cavalry on the inarch sends up a 


dust cloud that is much higher and 
thinner than that of infantry. 
The 


most distinctive of these dust clouds, 
however, is that made by wagons and 
heavy guns. 
The dust rises in little 


groups of clouds, quite different from 
the long clouds of cavalry and infantry. 


So even when unable to see the ac- 


tual cause of tho dust, a scout can 
tell many miles away what kind o* 
force Is passing along a road.—Ex- 
change.

federal bureau of education and re- 
ported to the state superintendent 
several days ago. 


Forty-three 
text book publishers 


reported to the Federal Bureau that 
their total sales of books for booth 
public and private schools in 1913 
was $17.240,000 
and 
for 
public 


elementary and high schools alone, 
$] 4,2til,000. The total expenditures 
for school purposes on each school 
child in the United States is $38.31, 
the federal bureau estimated, and 
consequently the cost of text books 
is about 2 per cent of the total cost 
of maintenance support and equip- 
ment. 


"These figures indicate that there 


is little ground for the fear some- 
times expressed that the introduction 
of free text books will add greatly to 
the cost of the public school system 
and will increase greatly the rate of 
taxation for school purposes," said 
the bureau of education's report to 
superintendent 
Miller. "Bureau 
of 


education officials feel convinced that 
the figures obtained afford a trust- 
worthy statement of the real facts 
about the size of the school book 
business. California and Kansas now 
print their own text books."
